On motion of S. S. Sweet, it was resolved to have the roll 
called at some appropriate hour to ascertain how much money 
can be raised for publishing Minutes. 

The Bishop resumed the first question : “Who are admitted 
on trial ?” The following duly recommended by their quar- 
terly conferences and an approved examination were admitted : 

Hamlin R. Felder, and Littleton A. Snow, from the Amer- 
icus District ; Samuel W. Stubbs, from the Dawson District, 
and William E. Shepard, from the Thomasville District. 
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Question seventh : “ Who are the deacons of one year ?” was 
called, when the following, having passed an approved examin- 
ation, were advanced to the class of the fourth year : Howard 

W. Key, Benjamin W. Key. 

Under question 12th : “ What traveling preachers are elec- 

ted elders ?” the following, with an approved examination were 
duly elected : John W. Domingos, George C. Thompson. 

The following did not appear before the committee and were 
passed and continued in the class of the fourth year: William 

J. Green, John B. Culpepper, S. N. Tucker, W. M. C. Conley. 

The following passed and at their own request located : Bol- 
ing H. Sasnett, John W. Glenn. 

On motion of J. Y. M. Morris, W. M. C. Conley was granted 
a supernumary relation. 

Dr. W. C. Bass, President Weleyan Female College, was in- 
troduced, and he addressed the Conference in behalf of the col- 
lege. Professor J. M. Doggett, of Emory College, was also in- 
troduced. 

Question 10th : “What local preachers are elected deacons ?” 
was called, when the following, duly recommended by their 
quarterly conferences, were elected : James A. J. Kimble, Co- 

lumbus District; George B. Swann, Dawson District; Lewis 
M. Sutton, Thomasville District, William H. H. Bush, and Bich- 
ard M. Walker, Altamaha District. 

The Bishop called question 14th: “'What local preachers are 
elected elders ?” John T. McLaughlin, recommended by his 
quarterly conferences, with a certificate attached, of his belief 
in the doctrine and discipline of our church, was elected. 

Question 5th : “Who are readmitted ?” was called. Answer. 
None. 

On motion of G. G. N. MacDonell, the Conference took a re- 
cess to hold a legal session. 

The Conference resumed its work, with Bishop Doggett in 
the Chair. 

A. M. Wynn, Chairman Board of Trustees of Orphans’ Home, 
made the following report, and on its adoption the resolutions 
were first adopted seriatim , and then the whole report. (See 
report.) 

In connection with the report, Isaac Hardeman offered the 
following resolution, which was adopted : 

Resolved , That this Conference having heretofore committed 
itself to the establishment of an Orphans’ Home within its 
bounds and under its patronage, the continuance thereof is de- 
manded by every consideration of justice and religion, and that 
whatever difference of opinion as to the practicability of its 
organization and existence may have been entertained by us 
should be buried with the past, and as one man we should give 
to this noble enterprize our earnest, zealous and conscientious 
support, and to so co-operate in our endeavors as to place the 
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Home beyond the possibility of failure, and ultimately to make 
it what it should be : a home to the orphan and the pride and 
glory of our Church. 

Committee on Public Worship made their announcements. 

On motion of A. Wright, the session was prolonged indefi- 
nitely, to distribute the Conference fund. 

After the distribution the Conference adjourned, with dox- 
ology and benediction. 



FIFTH DAY. 

December 20th, 1875. 

The Conference met at nine o’clock, a. m., and was opened 
with religions service, conducted by Dr. J. E. Evans, of the 
.North Georgia Conference. Bishop Doggett in the Chair. The 
minutes were read and approved. 

The Bishop reported the following ordinations on Sunday: 
Under cpiestion 9t.h : “ What traveling preachers are ordained 
Deacons?” the following: Isaac F. Carey, William J Flanders, 
Richard W. Rogers, Cornelius E. Boland, Pleasant H. Grumpier, 
Janies E. Rorie, Joseph W. Weston, Wilbur F. Bearden. 

Under question 13th : ,c What traveling preachers are ordained 
Elders?” the following are reported: John W. Domingos and 
George C. Thompson. 

Under question 15th : “ What local preachers are ordained 
Elders?” John T. McLaughlin’s name was reported. 

The name of Robert F. Williamson was called, his character 
passed, and he was continued supernumerary. S. R. Weaver 
was also granted the same relation. 

Leave of absence was granted to the following: O. L. Smith, 
W. L. Grice and T. K. Leonard. 

P. S. Twitty, from the Committee on Sunday Schools, read 
the report. On motion of its adoption the first resolution was 
adopted, and pending the adoption of the second, it was laid 
on the table. 

The paper of A. Wright, changing the basis of representation 
in the District Conference, was called up and read, as follows : 

The District Conferences in the South Georgia Conference 
shall hereafter be composed of all the preachers in the district, 
traveling and local, including superannuated preachers, (whether 
residing within or without the limits of the Annual Conference 
to which they belong,) and one lay delegate for every one hun- 
dred members, and an additional delegate for every fraction of 
two-thirds thereof in each mission, circuit and station, to be 
elected by the Quarterly Conference of each charge: Provided , 
however, that ever} 7 mission, circuit and station shall be enti- 
tled to one lay delegate. The District Conference shall be held 
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annually, at such times as the Presiding Elders may appoint, 
and at such place as the District Conference may elect. 

JR. J. Corley offered the following, substitute : The District 
Conference shall be composed of the traveling supernumerary, 
superannuated and local preachers residing within the bounds 
of the district, together with two delegates from the Quarterly 
Conference, and one delegate from each church for every one 
hundred members, or two-thirds fraction thereof: Provided, c ach 
church shall be allowed at least one delegate. The District Con- 
ference shall be held annually at such time as the Presiding 
Elder may appoint, and at such place as the District Confer- 
ence may elect. 

After some discussion the whole matter was laid on the table, 
on motion of Isaac Hardeman. • 

The Sunday School report was called up for consideration. 
The second resolution was laid on the table, and the report thus 
amended was then adopted as a whole. 

G. J. Griffiths, Chairman of Committee on the Bible Cause, 
read the report. On motion of its adoption, Rev. W. A. Parks, 
the Superintendent of the American Bible Society, made some 
remarks on the circulation of the Scriptures. The report was 
adopted. 

At the request of S. S. Sweet, the roll was called and the 
members subscribed 8122 50 for the publication of the Minutes. 

Dr. Key announced a mass meeting at the church at three 
o’clock, p. m., to organize a relief association. 

Geo. G. N. MacDonell, Treasurer of Board of Missions, made 
his report, which answers the 29th question : “ What has been 
contributed for Missions ? ” Domestic Missions, 84,888 45 ; For- 
eign Missions, 82,886 83. 

A. Wright, Chairman of the Joint Board of Finance, made 
his final report on the distribution of the Conference fund, 
which answers the 28th question : “ What has been collected 
for the superannuated preachers, and the widows and orphans 
of preachers, and how has it been applied ? ” 

He also announced the assessments, in answer to the 27th 
question: “What amount is necessary for the superannuated 
preachers, and the widows and orphans of preachers?” which 
report also embraces the Bishops’ fund, as follows :

T. B. Russell read a preamble and resolutions on the subject 
of education. He withdrew/the preamble, and the resolutions 
were adopted as follows : 

Resolved, That the South Georgia Conference is unshaken in 
its fervor and devotion to all church schools, from the earliest 
elementary schools to our highest colleges and universities, and 
that we will, as a Conference, individually and collectively, con- 
tinue to foster, cherish, defend and sustain these schools and 
institutions to the best of our ability, means, influence and 
praj'ers, and with indomitable fidelity; that we furthermore 
earnestly recommend to our members a hearty co-operation 
with us in this determination. 

Resolved , That we respectfully assure all other Protestant 
communions and denominations that we sincerely sympathize 
with them, and bid them God-speed in all their enterprises to 
establish and extend in all these lands the institutions of sanc- 
tified and Christian education. 

J. W. Simmons, Chairman of Committee on Books and Peri- 
odicals, read his report, which was adopted. 

On motion of A. Wright, it was resolved to meet in Confer- 
ence session at half-past eight o’clock, a. m., to-morrow. 

On motion of A. Wright, the time for holding the Memorial 
session was reconsidered and fixed for to-night, at seven o’clock. 

On motion, the Conference adjourned for a session of the 
Legal Conference. 



MEMORIAL SERVICE. 

The Conference met on Monday night for the Memorial ser- 
vice, according to appointment. Rev. J. M. Marshall conducted 
the opening religious service by reading a lesson from the 14th 
chapter of Job. Singing and prayer. 

Rev. J. W. Talley was elected Chairman, who, taking his 
seat, explained the object of the service. 
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Question 19th : “ What preachers have died during the past 
year?” The Secretarj 7 " announced the names of James Spence, 
Eeuben H. Luckey and Thomas C. Coleman. 

The Committee on Memoirs reported as follows: A. J. Dean 
read memoir of James Spence, J. O. A. Cook read memoir of 
Eeuben H. Luckey, and E. F. Evans the memoir of Thomas C. 
Coleman. 

On motion of the adoption of the report, the following breth- 
ren made appropriate remarks, and referred to touching inci- 
dents in the lives of the deceased: Walter Knox, George G.

Wright, Josephus Anderson and John W. Talley. The report 
was adopted.

An appropriate hymn was sung, and a fervent prayer offered 
by A. Wright, after which the audience was dismissed, with 
doxology and benediction. 





SIXTH DAY. 

December 21, 1875. 

The Conference met at half past eight o’clock, with Bishop 
Doggett in the Chair. Eeligious service by Eev. George G. N. 
MacDonell. The minutes of yesterday were read, corrected 
and approved. 

The Bishop asked the 19th question: “What preachers have 
died during the past year?” The Committee on Memoirs re- 
ported the names of Thomas C. Coleman, Eeuben H. Luckey 
and James Spence, and that Memorial services had been held 
last night. 

The statistical report was read and adopted. 

The Bishop announced the transfer of Eev. Josephus Ander- 
son from the Florida Conference. 

On motion of J. Y. M. Morris, the -relation of W. M. C. Con- 
ley was reconsidered, and he was placed upon the effective list. 

The 30th question: “Where shall the next session of the 
Conference be held ? ” was called, and the following places were 
put in nomination : Sandersville, Cuthbert and Ellaville. The 
last was withdrawn, and the vote was as follows :

George G. N. MacDonell offered a preamble and resolutions 
commending the Wesley Monumental Church, of Savannah, to 
the liberality of the Church and the world; also asking the 
Bishop to give Dr. J. O. A. Clark such an appointment as would 
allow him to devote a portion of his time to that enterprise.

Bishop Doggett having been requested by the vote of the Conference to 
give Dr. J. 0. A. Clark an appointment to enable him to devote a part of 
his time to the Wesley Monumental Church, at Savannah, he was assigned 
to the Macon District, with the understanding that he attend to that inter- 
est, as far as his work on the District will permit. 
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Constitution of the Board of Missions. 



Article 1 . This Board shall be known as the Board of Missions of the 
South Georgia Annual Conference. 

Article 2. Said Board shall consist of a President, Vice-President, Sec- 
retary, Treasurer and one clerical and one lay manager for each district, who 
shall be elected quadrienially by the Conference. In case of vacancy by 
death, resignation or otherwise, the Board shall fill the vacancy, subject to 
the confirmation of the Conference. The Presiding Elders shall be ex officio 
members of the Board. 

Article 3. The President, and in his absence the Vice-President, shall 
preside at all meetings of the Board, and in the absence of both, the Board 
shall elect a chairman from the members present. 

Article 4. A majority of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 

Article 5. The Secretary shall keep a full and correct record of the pro- 
ceedings of the Board and make its annual report to the Conference. 

Article 6. The Treasurer shall take charge of all the funds and property 
of the Board, subject to its order, and shall make to the Conference, annu- 
ally, an accurate and full report of all the receipts and disbursements of the 
Board. 

Article 7. The annual meeting of the Board shall be held in the after- 
noon of' the first day of the Conference session, at which it shall be the duty 
of the Board to make a careful survey of the various mission fields within 
the bounds of the Conference, and to establish, continue or discontinue mis- 
sions, according to the provisions of the discipline, and make appropriations 
for the support of the same. 

Article 8. There sh*ll be a general missionary meeting held under the 
auspices of this Board, at the time and place of the meeting of the Annual 
Conference. At said meeting a report or an abstract of the reports of the 
Board and Treasurer shall be made and the general cause of missions pro- 
moted by such methods as the Board may deem expedient. 



Report of the Board of Managers 

OF DOMESTIC MISSIONS OF THE SOUTH GEORGIA CONFERENCE. 



The Managers of the Domestic Board of the South Georgia Conference 
offer the following report : 

Savannah City Mission was served by Bev. A. M. Wynn, who was also pas- 
tor of Wesley Church. The work is chiefly done by visiting from house to 
house, as there is no church building in which to hold service in the mission 
work proper. This is a very promising field, and deserves support. 

Columbus City Mission has one hundred and eighty-nine members. One 
Sunday-school ; two hundred and fourteen scholars ; one hundred and eighty 
Sunday-school requisites 5 takes one hundred copies of the “ Visitor.” Has 
paid $500 00 for support of the pastor ; $60 00 for the Presiding Elder, and 
other objects in proportion. The church debt, which is so embarrassing, 
has been provided for in part.

Report on Missions. 




Jones Chapel, (Macon City Mission,) was supported chiefly by contribu- 
tions of Mulberry Street Sunday-school, that school giving $460 00 of the 
$520 00 received by pastor and Presiding Elder. Its Sunday-school was 
mainly carried on by the labors of young gentlemen and ladies of Mulberry 
Street Church, and this school is highly prosperous. During the year the 
membership has been doubled ; it -now amounts to about two hundred. 
Served very successfully by Rev. J. W. Simmons. It. is a very promising 
field, and needs aid, as the membership are very poor. It ought to pay at 
least $300 00 towards its own maintenance. 

Millen Mission is in Screven county. It has several churches, with a 
membership of one hundred and fifty -five; two new churches have been 
built. During the present year there have been thirty-cne accessions ; about 
thirty-five conversions; six adults and fifteen children have been baptized ; 
twenty-three copies of the “Southern Christian Advocate” are taken. 
Boarded pastor and his horse and paid him $76 75; paid Presiding Elder 
$50 00 ; $13 00 for Domestic Missions ; $15 00 for Foreign Missions ; $1 55 
for Sunday-schools. They have raised about $600 00 for building purposes. 
Spiritually, the Mission is doing well ; family prayer is generally observed. 
Let it be reduced to a circuit, says the missionary, Rev. R. W. Rogers, and 
so the Board have agreed. 

Camden Mission embraces parts of Camden and Glynn counties. Rev 
J. W. Roberts, pastor, reports several churches. Received during the yea r 
thirty -five members ; six children, four adults baptized. Paid pastor $196 47 j 
Presiding Elder, $24 70; Bishops, $1 50; Missionary money, $15 13; Con- 
ference collection, $8 47 ; Sunday-schools, $5 00. 

Calhoun Mission was served by Rev. H. C. Fentress. He began under 
discouraging circumstances. He has organized two new churches ; held five 
protracted meetings. There are two churches in fair condition and another 
in process of erection ; there is also a camp-ground. Received during the 
year sixty-nine members; baptized thirty-two adults, eight infants. Paid 
pastor, $174 70; Presiding Elder, $43 55, and $36 00 for sundry purposes. 
The work has improved, and is promising. 

Eastman Mission was in' charge of Rev. W. M. C. Conley. It lies in 
Dodge county and has five appointments, three of them on the Macon and 
Brunswick Railroad. There are one hundred and twelve members in the 
Mission. Paid pastor $12150; Presiding Elder, $20 85; Domestic Mis- 
sions, $35 00; Foreign Missions, $6 50; Bishops, $2 50; Orphans’ Home, 
$1 00; repairing churches, $75 00. Ten have been added; twelve infants 
baptized. Its continuance is advised. 

Laurens Mission was served by Rev. J. E. Rorie; is in Laurens county 
and upper part of Montgomery. There are five churches and seven church 
organizations, with two hundred and sixty-one members; ninety joined dur- 
ing the year— ten by certificate; adults baptized, thirty-five; infants, four- 
teen. Paid pastor $120 CO ; Presiding Elder, $15 00 ; Missions, $13 50, and 
other church collections All the assessments were raised except $22 00 
for Presiding Elder. There are five Sunday-schools. It is doing well, and 
deserves continuance. 

Worth Mission, in charge of Rev. Robert M. Booth, who reports tftree 
new churches organized ; fifty-nine members have been added. Paid pastor 
$67 95; Presiding Elder, $29 00; Mission collections, $28 50; paid $8 75 
for superannuates, also $188 50 for church purposes ; church property val- 
ued at $850 00. 

Wayne Mission, Rev. A. Clark reports the people highly pleased at the 
kindness of the Board in extending aid. There are seven regular appoint- 
ments ; built one new church ; there are sixty-three members ; four Sunday- 
schools; prospects good ; continued as a Mission. 

Cedar Springs Mission ; there are two organized churches, with about 
forty-eight members each. Rev. J. F. McKeunie, preacher in charge. 
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Bullock Mission, reported by Rev. J. R. Ware, bas three churches, worth 
$500 00 each. Paid pastor $150 00 ; Presiding Elder, $12 00 ; $23 20 mis- 
sionary money. The preacher has sold several hundred dollars worth of 
religious books. There are three Sunday shools. 

Ocklockonee Mission is a very large field. Was served by Rev. J. W. 
Jackson. Has four churches, averaging twenty-five members each. Paid 
pastor $80 00; Presiding Elder, $5 00. Let it be continued. 

Jonesville Mission, Rev. H. Andrews, missionary, reports an improve- 
ment. Paid pastor $150 00. Has eighty white and nine colored members. 
The attendance on preaching is good. The work needs aid, and should be 
continued. 

Crawford Mission consists of three small and feeble churches, which have 
been in charge of Rev. Edwin T. Smith. The charge has not prospered, and 
it is considered best to place the churches in adjacent circuits. Very little 
was done for support of pastor. 

Darien Mission was served by Rev. R. M. Lockwood, who reports that 
the membership is only sixteen. They have paid $5 00 for missions — noth- 
ing to the pastor's support. It is not an inviting field for missionary labor. 

Ocapilco Mission, served by Rev. J. H. D. McRae. It has been a pros- 
perous year; improvements made in church buildings, and in other regards. 
The Sunday-schools have done well. Paid $220 00 for support of preachers. 

South Coffee Mission was in charge of Rev. Isaac G. Rabun. Statistics 
is as follows: Members, one hundred and eighty; infants baptized, five; 
other addii ions, thirty five. Paid for building, $125 00 ; for pastor's sup- 
port, $43 05; Presiding Elder, $3 00; Conference collections, $6 00; for 
domestic missions. $12 00. It was continued. 

Glen Alta Mission was discontinued. 

Harmony Mission was discontinued. 

Pendleton Creek Mission was discontinued. 

Brancbville Mission was made by decision of the Board. 

Spring Creek Mission was discontinued. 

Bryan Mission, served by Rev. J. W. Jordan, has seven appointments; 
ninety members; one Sunday-school; fifteen pupils. Paid $100 00 to the 
pastor, $7 00 to Presiding Elder. 

Such is our annual exhibits of the transactions of the year — meager 
enough in view of the wants of our Conference, yet full enough to encour- 
age us to continued effort and greater liberality. 

The amount of money expended is small, considering the number of mis- 
sionaries employed, and the labor bestowed. How many thousands of poor, 
illiterate people are thus blessed with the gospel for a sum of money that 
would not more than pay the salaries of three city pastors of wealthy 
churches. 

These missionaries are sowing seed beside all waters, amid thorns and 
thistles, they the highway furrows stock. Some of these fields are very 
sterile, of rocky soil, they yield but, little now, and do not promise much 
hereafter. How far these gratuities should be extended is a question for 
the Board, aud the Bishop presiding. 

************* 

The Methodist Church is doing something, not much, in the way of for- 
eign missions. It was determined by the General Conference that a more 
specific direction be given this great movement, a separate collection being 
i appointed for this cam-e. This is the close of the first year’s experiment, 
and what is the result? Three thousand dollars was apportioned to our 
Conference, about ten cents per member. About $2,300 00 have been raised 
for the foreign field, about $4,800 00 for home missions in our Conference. 
It is painful to make the confession that such a sum was sought and not re- 
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alized. A sum that might easily be paid by one prosperous town — nay, by 
one wealthy man — cannot be raised by one hundred preachers from thirty 
thousand members. What does all this mean ? First of all, feeble convic- 
tions of the importance of missionary effort in pagan lands. Doubt destroys 
enterprise always, and no man’s energies can transcend his faith — this is 
philosophically impossible. Perhaps these tardy steps are the result of in- 
attention to duty on the part of the preachers. Do they present the cause 
elaborately, earnestly? Do they keep the missionary tire ablaze in their 
own hearts by fanning and feeding the flame with the breath of God until 
it burns with a hallowed light and with a heat that shall consume covetous- 
ness. as Moses did Aaron’s golden calf? ***** 

Let there be a fresh and full consecration of men and money to the vast 
design of bringing the world to Immanuel's sway, to the noble work of res- 
cuing souls from peril and perdition by a timely offer of the bread of life, 
the gospel of the grace of God, which is “ the power of God unto salvation.”

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REPORTS. 



ORPHANS’ HOME. 

The Board of Trustees made their report through their Chairman, Rev. 
A. M. Wynn. After recording their gratitude to God, and recounting their 
embarrassments, the Report says: 

There are at present in the institution twelve girls and thirteen boys, ages 
ranging from four to seventeen, who have been under the same general 
management as to their material, moral and social wants, as during the pre- 
ceding year ; which has met with the approbation of the Agent and Board. 
In addition to the superintendency of Mr. D. Erwin, and Mrs. Erwin, as 
Matron, Mrs. S. D. Mathews has been employed as teacher of the children 
at the Home, and under her instruction, influence and moulding power, 
they have greatly improved. But we have made a change in the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Erwin having resigned, which we hope and feel confident will 
promote its efficiency every way. 

The ladies of Macon have manifested great interest in the Home, and 
have done nobly, for which they deserve our hearty thanks, as do also the 
ladies and friends of the Home in other places in the State. 

The Agent has submitted to the Board a full and detailed statistical ac- 
count of the financial condition of the Home. We find that he has on his 
books about $18,624 00 in subscriptions taken in the past four years. Of 
this sum $6,347 00 are due up to December 25th, 1875; $3,813 00 will be 
due during the year 1876; $8,464 00 will be due in future years. Of the 
$6,347 00 of old subscriptions due up to date, after looking over the names, 
we think that at least fifty per cent, may be confidently set down as good, if 
a reasonable effort is made by a competent agent, aided by the various pas- 
tors. Of the $3,813 00 due in 1876, we are persuaded that at least sixty 
per cent, is good, and a considerable proportion of all due, from year to 
year, for the next three to six years, is considered solvent. Then, in addi- 
tion, a large number of subscribers have promised to pay so much annually, 
during life. As life is so uncertain, we have thought best not to enumerate 
these in this estimate, beyond next year, which largely decreases our sub- 
scription list from the count of last year. 

The entire indebtedness of the Home, up to date is $1,788, which amount 
is owing to the officers of the Home on their salaries, and to Mr. Barker, of 
Macon, for supplies furnished during the past three years. Mr. B. has been 
very kind and indulgent to the Home, and his claim shall be met as soon as 
possible. 

We deeply regret that we are compelled to report any indebtedness what- 
ever, with such a volume of reliable assets, from w,hich we are confident a 
sura sufficient might have been raised to meet all our purposes, if only a 
reasonable and co-operative effort had been made by all who ought to feel 
and manifest an interest in the success of this noble charity. Our plans 
and arrangements for the future are such that we reasonably and yet confi- 
dently hope to relieve ourselves of this liability, and also economically sus- 
tain the Home for the next year. Indeed, if we shall have a year of meas- 
urable financial prosperity in the land, we hope to place ourselves beyond 
future contingencies. If all our brethren of the Conference will but cheer- 
fully give us their hearty and earnest support, confidence and help for a 
year or two, we do most firmly believe that under the Divine blessing, and 
the favor of the people, which we know we have, we shall be able to make 
this Horae an honor to our Conference and Church, and a benediction to 
hundreds of helpless, homeless orphans over this land. Therefore, 
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Resolved , That we do hereby, through the Conference, ask the presiding 
Bishop to appoint Rev. L. B. Payne as our Agent for the Orphans’ Home 
next year. 

2. That we also ask, in the same way, the appointment of Rev. J. B Ward- 
law, to serve as Superintendent of the Home for the next year. 



ON THE BIBLE CAUSE. 



The Committee on the Bible Cause, presented, through their chairman, 
Rev. George J. Griffiths, D. D., an excellent report, able and exhaustive 
as to the Bible, its influence upon the education, civilization and elevation 
of the world. Recounted the labors and the exertions upon the part of the 
American Bible Society, through its agents, to supply every destitute family. 
Closing with the following earnest and truthful remarks : 

Truly the country is under lasting obligation to the American Bible So- 
ciety. They have donated upward of $60,000 00 of Bibles to our people. 

Your Committee offer the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved , We commend the American Bible Society most heartily to our 
Church and people. 

2. That the members of this Conference be urged to earnest co-operation 
with the District Superintendent in this noble work. 






ON EDUCATION. 

In submitting this general report, based on the several reports referred to 
the Board of Education, we desire to say that there is abundant reason for 
devout thanksgiving to God for his fostering care and gracious benedictions 
on the educational interests of the Church. Notwithstanding the monetary 
stringency and peculiar embarrassments of these times, our schools and 
colleges still live and prosper — clearly indicating that the cause of education 
is God’s cause — inseparably connected with the progress of His kingdom on 
earth, and therefore should be under the direct supervision of the Church, 
and entrusted only to those who love the Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity. 

The report of Emory College is in the highest degree gratifying. We re- 
joice to learn that this noble institution of learning is now unfettered ; that 
she is provided with a complete outfit in the matter of buildings for instruc- 
tion ; that her patronage has considerably increased ; and, specially, that 
she has shared so largely in the blessings of Divine Grace, whereby souls 
have been converted and more laborers sent forth into the vineyard of the 
Lord. 

We take occasion heye, in behalf of this Conference, to express our ap- 
preciation of the marked ability that has characterized the entire adminis- 
tration of the retiring president, Dr. O. L. Smith, and our great admiration 
of the real magnanimity of spirit evinced by him in this matter ; and we are 
gratified that his valuable services will still be rendered to the college. Of 
his successor, Dr. A. G. Haygood, we are sure that we represent the senti-’ 
ment of this body when we express the conviction that in his bands the 
highest interests of Emory will be consulted and promoted. We regret the 
loss of our esteemed brother, Prof. I. S. Hopkins, from the Faculty, but are 
glad to know that, in Prof. Bonnell, one so well qualified has been elected 
to fill his place. Organized as at present, with men of unquestionble abil- 
ity, and high Christian character, in all departments, and endorsed by the 
great Head of the Church, Emory College must go on to yet greater useful- 
ness and grander triumphs. 
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The Wesleyan Female College, so long the pride of Methodism, an honor 
to the Church and a blessing to the world, is reported to be in a highly pros- 
perous and progressive state — one hundred and ninety-five pupils are in ac- 
tual attendance — and health and harmony and great peace obtains in the 
faculty and among the pupils. The chair of Natural Science, which had 
been so well filled by Prof. W. F. Cook, was vacated by his resignation in 
October last, and promptly filled by the election of Rev. H. W. Key, who, 
in the language of the President, “has entered upon his duties to the emin- 
ent satisfaction of his colleagues, as well as the patrons and pupils of the 
college.” Every member of the present faculty lias the hearty commenda- 
tion and endorsement of the honorable Board of Trustees. Believing with 
them that the continuance of the prosperity of the college depends largely 
upon the retention of her present popular and efficient President, Dr. W. C. 
Bass, and that the success which has already crowned his labors in the pres- 
idency is a clear indication of Divine approval, we venture to express the 
hope that he will no longer indulge the thought of resigning his important 
and - responsible position. 

Let us stand by these time-honored and noble institutions of sanctified 
learning, giving to them our labor, our prayers and our patronage. The 
exigencies of the times upon which we have fallen imperatively demand it. 
Besides this, by their generous benefactions, in the right training of the 
minds and hearts of >he daughters and sons of the Church; in thoroughly 
educated men and women who have gone from under their guiding hand 
and fostering care to bless society, and to aid in the grand work of bringing 
the world to Christ, they have placed us under obligations that cannot be 
fully met, even by the truest and highest devotion of every Methodist in 
Georgia and Florida. 

Andrew Female College, located in the healthful and pleasant town of 
Cuthbert, under the wise administration of her present worthy President, 
A. H. Flewellen, has emerged from financial pressure, and is making good 
progress. The report shows the matriculation of one hundred and sixteen 
pupils during the year, of whom forty-five are boarders in the college. The 
organization is complete and efficient— the discipline firm and effective — the 
curriculum wise and thorough. The blessings of God’s grace and peace 
have rested upon her during the year, resulting in the conversion of a num- 
ber of the pupils. She is an ornament and an honor to southwest Georgia, 
and is well worthy the confidence and patronage of the Church. 

Collingsworth Institute, a graded high school for young men and boys, 
under the management of Rev. John T. McLaughlin, is doing well and 
promises to do better. Favorably located and possessing all needful appli- 
ances, there seems to be no reason why this Institute may not be blessed 
with increasing prosperity. Although the principal of this school is sole 
proprietor of the property, yet it is placed under our fostering care, and we 
commend it to the public with the hope that it may be a valuable feeder to 
Emory College and a blessing to the Church. 

To this Board is also referred the matter of the education of young men 
for the ministry. We cannot enlarge on this, although there is reason to 
fear that the matter is not appreciated as its importance demands. There 
is positive need of an educated ministry. Many a young man would go into 
the work of the ministry, who does not because he is . unable to pay for an 
education. And many who do go, would be saved great embarrassment aud 
do better service, if better educated. The obligation to help those who can- 
not help themselves in this matter, is upon the Church, and the Church 
should faithfully meet it. The report of the Treasurer will show a sad de- 
ficit, and yet .with the limited funds in hand much good has been done. Quite 
a number of young men aided in this way have come into the Conference, 
and in their usefulness are paying a large dividend on the capital invested. 

In conclusion we recommend the presiding Bishop.to appoint Dr. W. C. 
Bass, President, and Revs. C. W. Smith, and H. W. Key, Professors in 
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Wesleyan Female College ; and Dr. 0. L. Smith, Professor in Emory Col- 
lege ; also that he appoint the usual visiting committees to our institutions 
of learning.

emanating from the best talent in the Church and edited by Dr. Haygood.

The present number of papers sent from 
the office is six thousand three hundred, including exchanges, those sent to 
preachers at half price, all beneficiaries, losses, etc. Its income above ex- 
penses for the past year has been $1,700 00, which has been appropriated to 
the payment of the old debt. Several years of similar success is necessary 
to cancel this debt. Intrinsically, the paper is worth more than its price, 
and by comparison the same is true ; for religious papers of other Churches 
and sections cost just as much, and generally more. 

We feel that the time has come when, as a Conference, we ought cheer- 
fully and encouragingly, and with our utmost zeal and efforts, to sustain our 
time-honored and cherished old Advocate , by word and deed, for the good 
of souls, the honor of the Church and its every interest, which we all can 
do by explaining facts, removing wrong impressions, and urging every fam- 
ily in our charges to subscribe. 

The services of Rev. A. G. Haygood, D. D., havit g been secured as cor- 
responding editor, added to the efficient editorial management of tho past, 
furnish additional claims to our support. Therefore, be it

ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 



Your Committee to which was entrusted the duty of investigating and re- 
porting on the state and prospect of the Sabbath-school interest within the 
bounds of the Conference, beg leave to submit that they have, as far as 
practicable, held the matter under their examination and advisement. 

We gather from the Record some evidences of material progress in this 
direction during the year now closing, which affords just cause for congrat- 
ulation. 

A n extract from the Statistical Report gives the following exhibit :

The material increase in number of Sabbath- schools and of officers and 
teachers gives evidence of the fact that the preachers are alive to this in- 
terest, and that they are receiving the support of the Church at large. The 
apparent falling off in the number of pupils is doubtless attributable in a 
great measure to the fact that owing to the peculiar stringency of the times 
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many children are kept out of school for the lack of proper clothing. This 
is a matter which should appeal to our sympathies and material aid. 

The decrease in the number of Requisites doubtless grows out of the fact 
that the text-books hitherto used are being replaced by our Lesson Papers, 
which are not generally reported in the column of Requisites. 

A very gratifying feature in connection with this exhibit, is, that there 
have been during the year about seven hundred conversions from the Sun- 
day-schools, a practical demonstration of the fact that this holy enterprise 
is accomplishing its work. 

There has been collected in the different schools for the cause of missions 
the sum of $2,659 32, nearly one-third of the entire missionary collection. 
More diligence in the fostering of the missionary spirit among our children 
will add greatly to our yearly revenue. 

We submit the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That we pledge ourselves to Renewed diligence in the prosecu- 
tion of our Sunday-school interests. 

Resolved, That the Magazines and Lesson Papers issued at Nashville still 
receive our hearty indorsement, and we again pledge for them our cordial 
support. 

Resolved , That the services of Dr. A. G. Haygood, while Sunday-school 
Secretary, receive our commendation, and we pray that he may be crowned 
with abundant success in his new sphere of Christian toil. 

Resolved , That we recognize the wisdom exhibited in the election of Dr. 
Cunnyingham as his successor, and tender him our support, satisfied that 
under his able management the cause which he represents will be vigorously 
and successfully prosecuted. 

Resolved, That we recommend the publication of an Infant Catechism, 
with lessons similar to those found in Our Little People.

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MEMOIRS. 



REV. JAMES SPENCE. 

We have made diligent enquiry, and can learn nothing of the early life 
and history of brother Spence ; and not even the time and place of his 
birth, or the advantages enjoyed by him in youth. 

He was a lawyer by profession, and in the exercise of his calling at the 
time of his conversion. He was awakened and converted in the town of 
Dawson, Georgia, in the year 1805, under the ministry of Rev. T. T. Chris- 
tian. 

Brother Spence was licensed to preach in the year 1869 ; served the Swift 
Creek Mission in 1870 ; the Pulaski and Wilcox Mission in 1871 ; the Vienna 
Circuit in 1872 and 1873, and was sent to the Reidville Circuit in 1874 ; 
during this year, his health became so much impaired that he was obliged to 
abandon his work. At the last Conference he was superannuated; but his 
health continued to decline until the 23d of April, 1875, when he passed 
away to his rest. He died of heart disease near Hawkinsville, Georgia. 

As a Christian, brother Spence was humble, earnest, consistent ; as a 
minister, zealous, fervent, faithful. Entering the ministry at an advanced 
period in life, he did not acquire the character of a great sermonizer. Per- 
haps his style might generally be termed hortatory, and truly did he say 
“many good things in his exhortation.” Although his itinerant career was 
short, it was not too short to gain the confidence of the Church, and secure 
the approbation and seal of the Master ; and also to enable him to die in 
the triumphs of the Christian faith. And while we have found no one who 
was present to report his last utterances as his soul was receding from these 
earthly shores, the meagre facts of his ministerial life and death, ascertained 
by us, assure us that he has heard the Master’s voice saying, “ Well done, 
good and faithful servant, enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.” 



REV. THOMAS CLARKE COLEMAN 

/ Was born in Jefferson county, Georgia, February 8, 1794 ; and died in 
Houston county, Georgia, July 25, 1875. 

Father Coleman was the youngest of five children, left a double orphan 
by the death of both of his parents when only a few months of age. He 
was clearly and powerfully converted about the year 1810, at the first camp- 
meeting held at Rock Springs camp ground in Putnam county, of this 
State. In 1821 he was happily married to Miss Artaxes Padgette, who 
taught him to read, and proved a devoted co-laborer with him during twenty- 
three years of his subsequent life. In 1826 he was licensed by the Quarterly 
Conference of the Fayette Circuit to exercise his gifts as au exhorter. He 
was licensed to preach by the same Quarterly Conference in December, 
1832. He labored faithfully as a local preacher and a supply until Decem- 
ber, 1838, when he was admitted into the Georgia Conference. For about 
twenty years he traveled circuits and mission fields in various parts of Geor- 
gia and Florida, until worn with age and broken in health he was forced to 
retire from the regular work. He lingered on “in age and feebleness ex- 
treme,” for fifteen years or more, sorely afflicted in body much of the time, 
and yet strong in faith and rejoicing in hope, preaching when his strength* 
would admit, and with that great fervor which was through life a marked 
peculiarity of his pulpit labors, until at length the Master’s call admitted his 
aged servant to the rest and the rewards of heaven. 

It will be seen from the foregoing dates that Father Coleman was com- 
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paratively advanced in life when he entered upon the ministry ; yet his 
name stands the sixth as to date of admission among the veterans of the 
Conference. Moreover his religious character and ideas were formed and 
received their cast long before even that date, in the early years of the pres- 
ent century. In view of this fact we would naturally expect to find in him, 
as we do a Methodist preacher of the old school. He was indeed a true 
representative of those earnest, self-denying men of G-od who in the gene- 
ration past were the pioneers of the cross in these lands ; men who, as a 
class, filled the world with the fame of their achievements, and left a record 
behind which will never be forgotten ; and yet who, as individuals, with few 
exceptions, must fade from the memory of men, and find immortality alone 
in heaven, where the righteous are had in everlasting remembrance. 

Father Coleman enjoyed no early educational advantages, and beginning 
to preach at an age when his mental habits had become fixed, he never ac- 
quired a capacity for sermonizing ; yet he was a preacher of rare ability^if 
ability is to measured by success. We are told by one who knew him from 
the beginning of his ministry, himself a veteran in the service, that few if 
any ever excelled him in the power, of his exhortations and prayers, and 
that great success in winning souls to Christ attended his ministry. He was 
all aflame with holy zeal for the glory of Christ and the salvation of souls. 
He rarely preached that he did not close in a transport of religious joy and 
triumph, and then, in the altar, exhorting sinners and encouraging mourn- 
ers, he sought with all the fervor of his ardent soul, to realize the fruit of 
his labors. 

For three years previous to his death he was unable to preach at all — ex- 
periencing the last, and perhaps the greatest trial of the true Christian pa- 
tience and faith — being unfitted for the battle, and yet kept upon the field, 
in full view of the conflict, with a heart bleeding for the captives of sin, and 
burning to do battle for them and his Master’s cause, and yet required to be 
still. And when he is forced to see that he can have no share with those 
who labor for his blessed Lord below, to long in vain to share with those 
who sing His praise above. 

But at last the Master’s pleasure was fulfilled, and the end drew near. 
He said to a friend who stood by his bed-side, “ I am almost in beaven j” 
and then peacefully passed away. His sun went down without a cloud ; or 
rather, went not down at all, but brightened upon his closing life until, in 
the blaze of its glories, earth and time melted out of view, and the weary 
pilgrim found himself in his Father’s house above. 



REV. REUBEN H. LUCKEY 

Was born in Greene county, Georgia, S ptember 5, 1801 ; and died May 
19, 1875, in Thomas county, Georgia. 

He was converted in 1828, under the ministry of Dr. Lovick Pierce ; 
joined the Georgia Conference in January, 1842 ; was sent to Talbot ton Sta- 
tion one year ; to Dahlonega circuit one year ; to Quincy station, Florida 
Conference, one year; and to Quincy district four years. He was then made 
Principal of the Fletcher Institute, which position he held for nine years. 
Afterwards traveled the Monticello circuit one year, and the Thomasville 
district two years. He then accepted the agency of the American Bible So- 
ciety and acted in that capacity until superannuated. 

Retiring then to his farm in Thomas county, he led a quiet and “ peaceable 
life in all godiiuessand honesty” to the date of his death. .Fidelity to the 
trusts committed to him characterized brother Luckey in all his relations to 
the Church. Duty was his watchword. His meet was “to do the will of 
God, and finish his work.” He counted no sacrifice too great to be made 
in His service. Constrained by the love of Christ, he lived not unto him- 
self but unto Him who died for him and rose again. “ He was a workman 
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that needed not to be ashamed, studying to show himself approved of God, 
holding fast the form of sound words, rightly dividing the Word of Truth,” 
demonstrating in his pulpit ministrations, as well as his daily walk, his inti- 
mate experimental acquaintance with Christ Jesus the Lord. Sincerity, in- 
tegrity, untiring energy, and comprehensive, Christ-like charity were the 
prominent elements of his character. He was a faithful friend, and a good 
neighbor, a useful citizen, a kind husband, an affectionate father, and was 
highly respected and beloved by all who knew him. He died the death of 
rhe righteous — “ his end was peace.” He was sick only a short time, and 
then not so as to excite any apprehension of his speedy death. Like a thief 
in the night, the messenger came, but found him with his “ loins girded 
about and his light burning.” He left no dying message, but he left what 
is far better, the testimony of nearly forty years of undeviating devotion to 
the truth. It is well with him, for he sleeps in Jesus.

In the foregoing table no account is taken of the years from 1861 to 1865, 
inclusive. During that period of civil war some of the Annual Conferences 
were disorganized, and many were interrupted in their operations to such an 
extent that they furnished no official returns, and therefore, the numbers 
cannot be given. The heavy decrease appearing in 1866 was owing to the 
transfer of about 200,000 of our colored members to other Churches, prin- 
cipally those under the government of their own race.

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WESLEY MONUMENTAL CHURCH. 




The South Georgia Conference passed the following preamble and reso- 
lutions : 

Whereas, It is proposed to erect in the city of Savannah, Georgia, a 
monument to the memory of .fohn Wesley, the illustrious founder of Method- 
ism, in the form of a beautiful and commodious church edifice to be called 
the Wesley Monumental Church; and, whereas, such a building has been 
commenced and is in course of erection, with the promise of completion at 
no distant day ; and. whereas, this enterprise is one which appeals strongly 
to every Methodist heart, and should awaken a feeling of interest in every 
member of the Church' which bears his honored name. 

Resolved , That the erection of such a monument meets with the cordial ap- 
proval of this Conference, and that we commend this enterprise to the favor- 
able consideration of our ministers and members throughout the South 
Georgia Conference, and bespeak for it their generous co-operation and as- 
sistance. 

Resolved, That we gratefully recognize and appreciate the favor with which 
this enterprise has been met by our brethren of the M. E. Church, and Wes- 
leyan Methodist Church, and the material aid which has been given by them. 

Resolved , That we commend to the generous sympathies of Methodists 
throughout the world, the pastor of this Church, or any other person properly 
authorized to represent its interests, and solicit aid in bringing to a success- 
ful completion this fitting testimonial of our love and veneration for the 
memory of John Wesley. 

Resolved, That the Presiding Bishop be requested to give Rev. J. O. A. 
Clark such an appointment as will enable him to devote a part of his time 
to the interests of this Church. 



SUNDAY-SCHOOL ROOM. 

Mr. Stevens, in his History of Georgia, says: “As a part of John Wes- 
ley’s parochial labors in Savannah, he established a school of thirty or forty 
children, which he placed under the care of Mr. Delamotte, a man of good 
education, who endeavored to blend religious instruction with religious 
learning ; and on Sunday afternoon, Wesley met them in church before even- 
ing service, heard the children recite their catechism, questioned them as to 
what they heard from the pulpit, instructed them still further in the Bible, 
endeavoring to fix the truth in their understandings as well as in their mem- 
ories. This was a regular part of his Sunday duties, and it shows that John 
Wesley, in the parish of Savannah, had established a Sunday-school fifty 
years before Robert Raikes originated his noble scheme of Sunday instruc- 
tion in Gloucester, England, and eighty years before the first school in 
America on Mr. R.’s plan was established in the city of New York.” 

It is proposed to make the large and beautiful Sunday-school rooms in 
“ Wesley Monumental Church ” a monument of the above stated facts, gath- 
ered from his own journal, and thus help to secure to Mr. Wesley the honor 
to which he is justly entitled, of being the author, in modern times of the 
Sunday-school movement. Will not every Sunday school in the land aid us 
in this noble endeavor by making a contribution to the erection of this build- 
ing, which is thus a double Monument. 

There is also in the church a Monumental Room, where is to be gathered 
and placed books, pictures and relics of Wesley and Methodism; and also 
a Monumental Book, in which will be inscribed the name of every one who 
may contribute any sum to its erection.
